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Kurt Vonnegut Vs. the !*!e 


“They cannot care because they are nuts.” 


IN NOVEMBER, KURT VONNEGUT 
turned 80. He published his first 
novel, Player Piano, in 1952 at the age 
of 29. Since then he has written 13 
others, including Slaughterhouse Five, 
which stands as one of the pre-emi- 
nent anti-war novels of the 20th cen- 
tury. 

As war against Iraq looms, I asked 
Vonnegut to weigh in. Vonnegut is 
an American socialist in the tradition 
of Eugene Victor Debs, a fellow 
Hoosier whom he likes to quote: “As 
long as there is a lower class, [am in 
it. As long as there is a criminal ele- 
ment, | am of it. As long as there is a 
soul in prison, I am not free.” 


You have lived through World War 
Il, Korea, Vietnam, the Reagan 
wars, Desert Storm, the Balkan 
wars and now this coming war in 
Iraq. What has changed, and what 
has remained the same? 

One thing which has not changed is 
that none of us, no matter what con- 
tinent or island or ice cap, asked to 
be born in the first place, and that 
even somebody as old as I am, 
which is 80, only just got here. There 
were already all these games going 
on when I got here... An apt motto 
for any polity anywhere, to put on 
its state seal or currency or whatev- 
er, might be this quotation from the 
late baseball manager Casey Stengel, 
who was addressing a team of losing 
professional athletes: “Can‘t any- 
body here play this game?” 

My daughter Lily, for an example 
close to home, who has just turned 
20, finds herself — as does George 
W. Bush, himself a kid — an heir to a 
shockingly recent history of human 
slavery, to an AIDS epidemic and to 
nuclear submarines slumbering on 
the floors of fjords in Iceland and 
elsewhere, crews prepared at a 
moment's notice to turn industrial 
quantities of men, women and chil- 
dren into radioactive soot and bone 
meal by means of rockets and H- 
bomb warheads. And to the choice 
between liberalism or conservatism 
and on and on. 

What is radically new in 2003 is 
that my daughter, along with our 
president and Saddam Hussein and 
on and on, has inherited technolo- 
gies whose byproducts, whether in 


war or peace, are 
rapidly destroying 
the whole planet as 
a breathable, drink- 
able system for sup- 
porting life of any 
kind. Human 
beings, past and pre- 
sent, have trashed 
the joint. 


Based on what 
you've read and 
seen in the media, 
what is not being 
said in the main- 
stream press about 
President Bush's 
policies and the 
impending war in 
Iraq? 

That they are non- 
sense. 


My feeling from talk- 
ing to readers and 
friends is that many 
people are beginning to 
despair. Do you think 
that we've lost reason to = 
hope? 7 
I myself feel that our 
country, for whose 
Constitution I fought in a 
just war, might as well 

have been invaded by 
Martians and body snatch- 
ers. Sometimes I wish it had 
been. What has happened, 
though, is that it has been taken 
over by means of the sleaziest, 
low-comedy, Keystone Cops-style 
coup d'etat imaginable. And those _ 
now in charge of the federal govern- 
ment are upper-crust C-students 
who know no history or geography, 
plus not-so-closeted white suprema- 
cists, aka “Christians,” and plus, 
most frighteningly, psychopathic 
personalities, or “PPs.” 

To say somebody is a PP is to 
make a perfectly respectable medical 
diagnosis, like saying he or she has 
appendicitis or athlete’s foot. The 
classic medical text on PPs is The 
Mask of Sanity by Dr. Hervey 
Cleckley. Read it! PPs are pre- 
sentable, they know full well the suf- 
fering their actions may cause oth- 
ers, but they do not care. They can-

they are never filled with doubts, 
for the simple reason that they 
cannot care what happens next. 
Simply can’t. Do this! Do that! 
Mobilize the reserves! Privatize 
the public schools! Attack Iraq! 
Cut health care! Tap every- 
body’s telephone! Cut taxes on 
the rich! Build a trillion-dollar 
missile shield! Fuck habeas 
corpus and the Sierra Club 
and In These Times, and kiss 
my ass! 


How have you gotten 

involved in the anti-war 

movement? And how 
would you compare the 
movement against a 

war in Iraq with the anti- 

war movement of the 
Vietnam era? 


cruel and spiritually 
and financially and 
militarily ruinous 
mistake our war in 
Vietnam was, every 
artist worth a damn 
in this country, 
every serious writer, 
painter, stand-up 
comedian, musician, 
actor and actress, you 
name it, came out 
against the thing. We 
formed what might be 
described as a laser 
beam of protest, with 
everybody aimed in

not care because they are nuts. They 
have a screw loose! 

And what syndrome better 
describes so many executives at 
Enron and WorldCom and on and 
on, who have enriched themselves 
while ruining their employees and 
investors and country, and who still 
feel as pure as the driven snow, no 
matter what anybody may say to or 
about them? And so many of these 
heartless PPs now hold big jobs in 
our federal government, as though 
they were leaders instead of sick. 

What has allowed so many PPs to 
rise so high in corporations, and 
now in government, is that they are 
so decisive. Unlike normal people, 


focused and intense. This weapon 
proved to have the power of a 
banana-cream pie feet in diam- 
eter when dropped from a steplad- 
der five-feet high. 

And so it is with anti-war protests 
in the present day. Then as now, TV 
did not like anti-war protesters, nor 
any other sort of protesters, unless 
they rioted. Now, as then, on 
account of TV, the right of citizens to 
peaceably assemble, and petition 
their government for a redress of 
grievances, “ain’t worth a pitcher of 
warm spit,” as the saying goes. 


Asa writer and artist, have you 
noticed any difference between 


how the cultural leaders of the past 
and the cultural leaders of today 
view their responsibility to society? 
Responsibility to which society? To 
Nazi Germany? To the Stalinist 
Soviet Union? What about responsi- 
bility to humanity in general? And 
leaders in what particular cultural 
activity? I guess you mean the fine 
arts. | hope you mean the fine arts... 
Anybody practicing the fine art of 
composing music, no matter how 
cynical or greedy or scared, still can’t 
help serving all humanity. Music 
makes practically everybody fonder 
of life than he or she would be with- 
out it. Even military bands, although 
Tama pacifist, always cheer me up. 
But that is the power of ear candy. 
The creation of such a universal con- 
fection for the eye, by means of 
printed poetry or fiction or history or 
essays or memoirs and so on, isn’t 
possible. Literature is by definition 
opinionated. It is bound to provoke 
the arguments in many quarters, not 
excluding the hometown or even the 
family of the author. Any ink-on- 
paper author can only hope at best 
to seem responsible to small groups 
or like-minded people somewhere. 
He or she might as well have given 
an interview to the editor of a small- 
circulation publication. Maybe we 
can talk about the responsibilities to 
their societies of architects and sculp- 
tors and painters another time. And 
I will say this: TV drama, although 
not yet classified as fine art, has on 
occasion performed marvelous ser- 
vices for Americans who want us to 
be less paranoid, to be fairer and 
more merciful. M.A.S.H. and Law 
and Order, to name only two shows, 
have been stunning masterpieces in 
that regard. 


That said, do you have any ideas 
for a really scary reality TV show? 
“C students from Yale.” It would 
stand your hair on end. 


What targets would you consider 
fair game for a satirist today?

If you're not sick of 
Red's at this point, you will be on Mar 
31 when Catch 22, Ten Foot Pole, 
Bombshell Rocks and Subb fill the 
venue yet again for the Frostbite Tour.

THE FACT OF THE MATTER IS, BOB LOG 
Ill likes breasts. The nutbar, one- 
man-band slide guitarist is right out 
in the open about it. 

While some feminists get up in 
arms, they overlook the fact that 
Ani DiFranco is to blame.

then maybe people would do it. 

“1 didn’t know what the hell to 
do. I wanted them to like me. Ani, 
her crew and the band were right 
there off to the side of the stage 
watching the whole show and 
lovin’ it. 1 think I had more fans 
onstage than offstage. I tried my 
hardest, but it wasn’t my crowd. 
I'm glad it happened — otherwise 
I wouldn’t have thought of ‘Clap 
Your Tits.’” 

Thus, a phenomenon of double- 
D proportions was unleashed on 
an unsuspecting public that largely 
ignored it — except in Japan, 
where Log III is a big draw. 
Otherwise, his one-man-band bar- 
room spectacles have gained a cult 
following. 

Some come to see him simulta- 
neously handle an electric slide 
guitar (in an especially low-pitch 
open tuning), drum machine, bass 
drum, crash helmet and telephone 


he pays more attention to overall 
song-craft and vocal enunciation 
than to the spastic high-speed slide- 
guitar freak-outs of previous 
efforts. Some tracks feature slinky 
drum machine rhythms that see 
Log, once again, creating a new 
genre called Blues and Rhythm. 
centrepiece of the record is a 

song called “Boob Scotch,” which 
documents a recipe the guitarist 
invented by combining one part 
boob and one part scotch. 

“Basically, I’m giving this to the 
world,” Log explains. “Some bar 
somewhere is gonna start charging 
two extra dollars to put boobs in 
the scotches and be not

Out of the Dust 


National D’s Lorrie Matheson finds himself solo

“WHEN I DID THIS RECORD, NATIONAL 
Dust were still together, and this 
one was just a side album, essential- 
ly,” says singer/ songwriter Lorrie 
Matheson over the phone from his 
Calgary home. “I was working on 
{Calgary singer Joel Stewart's] 
album with Lyle Molzan and Greg 
Brown, and I was so blown away 
by these guys. And Joel said ‘Do 
you wanna make a record with 
these guys?’ and I said ‘Yeah, but I 
can’t afford it’. And he said he’d 
front me the money.” Not one to 
look a gift horse in the mouth, 
Matheson booked a week off work 
and came up to Edmonton to 

record with the veteran rhythm sec- 
tion, 

“Thad a bunch of songs that the 
guys in my band weren't into, so I 
showed them to Lyle and Greg and 
said ‘pick the ones you like, and 
sla —— them.” And we went 

tom there. It was just suj d to 
bea side thing.” ae 

The Gods of Rock take a perverse 
delight in tormenting their subjects, 
however, and shortly after the solo 
tecording, National Dust fell apart, 
leaving behind two fine reco 
(Blind Luck Ain't No Luck At All and 
last year’s Welcome to Utopia) and a 
bewildered singer with an unre- 

sed solo album (now titled You 


Should Know by Now).

You need the 
Attractions.” 

And they aren’t getting together 
for Elvis Costello anymore, much 
less Matheson, so it’s back to the 
acoustic guitar and floor stomp, 
easier than throwing an ad hoc 
band together but difficult for a 
man who's always had a band 
name and a host of strong-willed 
musicians to back him up. “Yeah, 
that’s part of the reason why it took 
so long for me to put this one out,” 
assents the singer. 

But couldn't he just find another 
pseudonym to put it out under, like 
Will Oldham does with Bonnie 
Prince Billy, or the Palace Brothers? 
Matheson laughs derisively. 

“Yeah, but you gotta be some 
kind of art school, no-talent bum to 
get away with that kinda crap.” He 
mumbles under his breath. “Indie 
rock, sensitive guy crap.” 

Despite the (relatively) high- 
priced session help and slicker pro- 
duction, You Should Know by Now 
isn’t a radical departure from any of 
Matheson’s other work. It’s still 
“prairie pop,” heartfelt and well- 
crafted, brimming with melodic 
hooks and Matheson’s razor-edged 
lyrics. Released in Calgary a couple 
of months ago, You Should Know by 
Now automatically jumped on the 
charts at CJSW and has sold briskly 
at local stores. Touring at his usual 
erratic pace, Matheson will deliver 
up bare bones versions of a few of 

his new songs, plus a chunk of his 
back catalogue, in smaller, more 
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prehensive guide for Live Music in Listings

SASS JORDAN 
WHEN YOU'RE INTERVIEWING THE 
other all-star Jordan, you've gotta be 
prepared for one thing, and that's to 
laugh a lot. It’s not that Jordan can’t 
be serious, but that wicked smile 
beaming from the front of her CDs, 
her videos and the stage is for real. 
And her innate sense of humour 
should come in handy at this point 
in her career, as she now finds her- 
self stuck with that often derisive 
label: classic rocker. 

“It’s insane, because it’s happened 
so fast,” she says. “I’ve been around 
forever compared to what you nor- 
mally get now; after four years 
you're a classic rock artist. I don’t 
frankly care. I'ma singer, I sing 
songs; sometimes it’s rock, some- 
times it’s poppier, sorhetimes it’s 
rockier, sometimes it’s whatever. It’s 
rarely classical, but apparently, yes, 
on radio I’m considered classic rock. 
Who knew? I don't really care, I gots 
to do what | gots to do.” 

And, apparently, what she’s gots 
to do is perform with another 
Canadian rock veteran, Alannah 
Myles. By virtue of her overwhelm- 
ing success in the ‘80s and early ‘90s, 
Myles is someone who you'd expect 
to have found a home in classic rock 
radio world. Jordan, on the other 
hand, seems to have been either 
beyond or below the niche of AOR. 
FM radio radar, retaining a some- 
what cooler image. 

“It’s completely illogical, which is 
precisely why we're doing it,” 
explains Jordan of the Edmonton- 
only double bill. “This is weird, or 
cool, or whatever. This is show busi- 
ness — anything goes as long as 
somebody says something.” 

Both are currently working 
towards putting together new 
albums. Except for a few best 
of/ greatest hit compilations, 1997’s 
A Rival was 's last studio 
effort, and though Sass has been — 
more consistent, it's primarily been 
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in the gaps between releases (her last

being Hot Gossip, which is about 


three years old). 

“I have no idea when [the new 
CD is] going to come out. It’s impos- 
sible to predict these things, because 
everything changes. By the time you 
say one thing, everything’s changed. 
But, I’m really hoping that’s it’s 
gonna be some time in the summer.” 

So although she’s been dubbed 
classic rock, unlike the dinosaurs 
that find home on that small-venue 
range, Sass keeps on moving, 
whether it’s performing in New 
York, as she just did with the off 
Broadway production of Love Janis, 
developing a couple of different TV 
shows or singing national anthems 
in unlikely locales (she did the duties 
at the NBA All-star bash in Atlanta 
Georgia last weekend). 

“It’s just exciting, I love doing all 
these different things. I love music, 
but there are other things I like 
doing as well. It’s not your whole 
life, I did that for a while and it got 
boring.”

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SUPERSEED 
PLAYING IN A COVER BAND IS THE 
musician’s equivalent of working a 
dreary nine-to-five job. Sure, you get 
paid a lot, but one day you'll wake 
up and discover you're a paunchy, 
alcoholic robot. After years of plying 
both trades simultaneously, Cory 
Burgett and Superseed are throwing 
their musical neckties to the wind. 

“We decided to never play anoth- 

er cover ever again,” says Burgett. 
Old habits are hard to break, though, 
and the Superseed singer and gui- 
tarist admits jamming out to “Manic 
Depression” every so often at prac- 
tice, All the same, he'd rather leave 
behind him the life of slinging Top 
40 fare to half-empty bars. 

“Honestly, to do the cover stuff, 
there’s a ladder you have to climb 
with agencies around Alberta and 
Western Canada,” says Burgett. “To 
keep those relationships open, you 
have to do more and more road 
work, and you can’t even begin to 
focus on original songs because 
you'll never have time to play 
them.” 

Reforming their arsenal with a set 
of eclectic pop-leaning alternative 
rock, the next big decision was 
renaming the band. Trying to pin 
down the perfect name and score 
some good press at the same time, 
their drummer brainstormed his 
way into creating an online contest. 
“We bought the internet domain 
www.nametheband.com and kept it 
up for about eight months,” says 
Burgett. “We got a lot of dumb 
ideas, like Enema M, but eventually 
it worked.” 

The gigs may not be as frequent as 
on the cover circuit for Superseed, 
but Burgett and his bandmates have 
forestalled the transformation into 
robot-hood for now. “The perfor- 
mances are more rewarding. You're 
more than just background music in 
some bar.”

what seems to be an almost limitless 
mother lode of rich, meaningful 
songs for over 20 years.

Daises move up a notch in CBC contest 


OUR CITY OF CHAMPIONS HAS 
another group to boast about: last 
week the Painting Daisies won the 
CBC’s Great Canadian Music 
Dream contest semi-finals, For 
those not in the know, the GCMD 
was launched last year; Canadian 
artists were solicited and apparent- 
ly there were “thousands of 
entries.” After dozens of auditions 
the Daisies were chosen as finalists. 
These contestants battle off in a 
weekly show hosted by Jian 
Ghomeshi. 

Last week’s semi-finals in 
Vancouver were the second of five: 
they kicked off in Winnipeg and 
will travel to Toronto, Halifax and 
Montreal over the next month. 

For 48 hours after each show, 
votes are cast for the five semi-final- 
ists. “We were up against Sweetsalt 
from Moose Jaw, Madragaia from 
Winnipeg, Maria Millar from 
Edmonton and Steve Schellenberg 
(I don’t know where he’s from),” 
explains Daisies bassist Carolyn 
Fortowsky. “For the final, all we 
know so far is that we will be com- 
peting against Vancouver's Borealis 
String Quartet. The other three 
finalists will be announced weekly, 
starting this Wednesday. 

“After the program aired a lot of 
people — friends, family and fans 
— contacted us and they were all of 
the opinion that we-were the 
strongest act. Their biased opinions 
aside, we didn’t get to see the entire 
competition to make such a call for 
ourselves. There-wasa fire drill at 
the Blackdog during our watching 
party and we missed Sweetsalt’s 
performance.” 

From here, The Daisies go to 
Hamilton. On their chances of 
scooping the nationals, Fortowky 
maintains, “I think we can do it if 
we play up to our potential. It will 
be tough because we're competing 
against such varying types of 
music... how does one compare a 
string quartet to a rock band?”

He mentioned our name, 
and she looked up our Web site, lis- 
tened to our MP3s, and decided to 
fly up to check us out live.... a 
month of contract negotiations later 
and voila, Voula!” says Fortowsky. 

“We've been self-managed for 
the past few years, and one of our 
goals was to build our team to help 
us grow. Basically, we felt that we 
were reaching the limit of what we 
could do given the connections we 
have and the amount of time we 
have to invest in our careers. Voula 
sought us out, and we all got a 
great impression from her... that she 
was there because she liked us and 
loved our music and wanted to 
help us build our career, as 
opposed to wanting to make a 
quick buck off of us and then hit the 
road. I think it will be a great rela- 
tionship, one where we'll grow 
together.”

tions with fascist imagery (mind you, the self dep- 
recating treatment of “Master Race Rock” deflects 
any offensiveness otherwise suggested by the title) 
and the now tnied-and-tested formula of playing 
instruments with minimal proficiency, bore more 
than a passing resemblance to musical theory 
employed by the “bruddahs” from Forest Hills, the 
Dictators made their own mark by embracing 
metal-edged solos, not to mention their inclusion 
of a former wrestler, “Handsome” Dick Manitoba 
in the line-up. 

Anyway, it's old news now: the Ramones went 
on to languish in cult-status-land for most of their 
paying careers, while the Dictators mainly just 
faded into obscurity. What's new, however, is 
Epic's reissue of the latter's glorious nugget of a 
debut, 1975's Go Girl Crazy So, perhaps the 
dearth of exciting releases by new artists isn't such 
a bad thing; big corporations such as Epic’s parent 
compari, Sony, are taking the opportunity to re- 
Telease every hidden gem in their back catalogue 
And in these increasingly bland times, just as when 
Go Girl was initially released, the Dictators’ brand of 
doo-wah dumb ditties provide a much-needed 
infusion of pure rock & roll — simple and fun.

NOT TO BE THE ONE TO START ANY 
thing or anything like that, but 
February 14 really thinks it’s hot 
shit, doesn’t it?

Every day should get its 
own amount of attention, yet 
February 14 somehow manages to 
steal the attention that should be 
paid to its neighbouring calendarical 
moments. 

Today is the THIRTEENTH day 
of February! It has seen the birth 
and demise of cricketers, cosmo- 
nauts, composers, Dutch industrial- 
ists and a disproportionate number 
of bass players! It’s Stockard 
Channing's and Henry Rollins’ 
birthdays! 12 years ago today, the 
US bombed an Iraqi air raid shelter, 
killing 334! February 13 is worthy of 
your undivided attention; won't 
somebody stand up, step forward 
and give it its due? 

Had a feeling we could count 
Holopaw in on this little celebration. 
They're named for a place on the 
map just 145 miles from St. 
Augustine FL, the oldest city in the 
United States, which was founded 
on this day in 1566. 

Maps and the places on them, 
embers and cinders and Abraham 
Lincoln are only a few of the topics 
covered by Holopaw’s sensitive 
country boy warbler and poet, John 
Orth, and for his part, he performs 
them like someone sharing fantastic 
secrets with you, in a language you 
barely speak, kind of like on 
February 13, 1955, when Israel 
acquired 4 of 7 of the Dead Sea 
Scrolls. 

Holopaw’s self-titled debut on 
Sub Pop is a slow but steady mover, 
full of tender interplay among its 
principals: acoustic and steel guitars, 
sparse drums and ambient electron- 
ic touches. Add some horns and 








strings here, cymbals and choruses 
there, and it makes for a mysterious, 
powerfully intimate record that you 
could well listen to on any day of 
the year, but especially February 13. 
What with touring with hot 
bands in support of their hot new 
album, Televise (Arena Rock 
Recording Company), and having 
all the cool kids talking about them, 
Calla could maybe be forgiven for 
letting February 13 slide completely 
or just having their manager send a 
card and flowers. But on this, the 
day that Barbie went on sale 44 
years ago, helping usher in the mod- 
ern age of selling lots of stuff to lots 
of kids, even hot up and comers 
wouldn’t dare be so cavalier. So 
here they are to help celebrate! No, 
no — they always sound that sulky; 
you should hear ‘em when they’ re 
not celebrating. 
But if a celebration is what you're 
looking for; you should really be 
looking no further than Jerk With a 
Bomb. Practically because Catherine

the light in their living room and let 
the visuals light up the room while 
dancing to the sexy sounds of let’s 
say...

The minimal house sound of 
Pheek is represented on the DVD 
along with music from Mateo 
Murphy, Deadbeat and Eloi 
Brunelle.

IT’S EASY TO BE CYNICAL ABOUT 
the media. For all the talk of freedom 
of the press, sooner or later you have 
to sell papers just to continue to tell 
those stories. Idealism, they say, is 
soon crushed out of the reporters 
and photographers who ferret out 
the truth in the world. 

But for those the world deems 
irrelevant, it is necessary to tell the 
story right. 

City of God is about a boy who 
wants people to know. Rocket 
(Alexandre Rodrigues) lives in 
Cidade de Deus (City of God), a Rio 
de Janiero slum that offers a ques- 
tionable asylum to the most desper- 
ate, homeless from floods or arson, 
or petty criminals. 

The film opens with the sharpen- 
ing of a knife, the butchering of a 
chicken while another stands watch- 
ing, nervously waiting for escape.

Rocket is a photographer, but he is 
also the quiet observer of an incident 
about to happen. In hindsight, mere- 
ly reporting the facts would be tak- 
ing things so out of context as to 
almost Hig, so he starts from the 
beginning. 

In the ‘60s a minor neighbour- 
hood gang called the Tender Trio, 
one of whom is Rocket's big brother, 
hold up and rob a hotel and its 
guests. Li'l Dice (Douglas Silva) is 
the young brother of another mem- 
ber of this gang, and grudgingly acts 
as a lookout. 

Years later, that young brother has 
anew name, Li'l Ze (Leandro 
Firmino da Hora plays him as an 
adult), and a stranglehold on most of 
the favela’s organized crime, making 
a tidy living from selling drugs. Of 
course, nothing good comes out of 






-that. That's about it. 


Those would be the bare facts, but 
City of God takes them and creates an 
epic: love and friendship, betrayal, 
war, revenge, reconciliation. 

It's brilliant: intricately structured, 
with innovative editing and stun- 
ning cinematography. You get to 
hear lots of bossa nova. There's plen- 







ty of action, a couple of pretty girls, 
and a group of soul brothers in 
matching gingham shirts at the 
wildest, most colourful disco party 
ever. But then there is the heart of it, 
Rocket with his camera, watching it 
all, the crowds turning into mobs, 
rushing at each other like blood in 
the veins. 

Directors Fernando Meirrelles and 
Katia Lund have amazingly brought 
this all together with mostly non- 
actors scouted from Rio’s slums and 
trained over a year ina film and the- 
atre workshop. The events in this 
film are based on a true story, 
altered slightly. So, too, the charac- 
ters are not so far from the lives of 
the actors playing them. All of them 
live with the same violence and 
share their dreams. Rodriguez could 
very easily be Rocket, except, he 
would like to note, he is not a virgin. 

City of God corrals an entire com- 
munity and brings to light the con- 
nections that explain seemingly ran- 
dom events. We see, in the end cred- 
its, photos of the real people upon 
whom the characters are based, as 
well as some actual news footage of 
a scene recreated verbatim in the 
movie. 

We shouldn’t assume that a 
movie adapted from a novel based 
on real events is in any way close to 
describing exactly what happened to 
that kid, but I suspect that it’s closer 
to the truth than any news crew or 
journalist can get.

OVER THE YEARS, COMIC BOOK NERDS 
who don’t get off on ranting about 
horribly insulting, end-of-the-world 
movie mistreatments of their 
beloved picture-stories have devel- 
oped a coping mechanism to allow 
enjoyment of comics-based films. It 
involves taking a deep breath, 
putting aside the fanboy dreams and 
viewing the flick on its own terms, 
as a unique piece of work that just 
happens to share a title and some 
superficialities with Richie Rich or 
Solarr: Man of the Atom or whatever. 
It's a mature, grown-up way of han- 
dling things, which is why we have 
such a hard time with it. 

Well, good news for comic-book 


Red Deer College is a comprehensive community 


fans: with Daredevil, you won't have 
to bother with that shit. It’s totally 
OK to keep the comic in mind while 
you're watching, because this results 
ina steady stream of pleasant 
“yeah!” and “right on!” moments, as 
the movie continually gets things 
right. Not identical, not better, and 
probably not as good — Daredevil’s 
necessarily stripped-down compos- 
ite plotline can’t hold a candle to 
Frank Miller's printed-page story- 
lines — but right. Writer-director 
Mark Steven Johnson hits Daredevil 
on the numbers. 

This is good news for the average 
non-nerd audience, too. Because in 
adapting Daredevil for the screen, 
“hitting it on the numbers” means 
putting together a movie that brings 
depth, darkness, tragedy, humanity 
and a dash of realism to a genre 
based on larger-than-life fantasies. 
Daredevil is still a comic-book story, 


none too subtle in its conflicts and 
motivations, But it’s willing to 
acknowledge, without winking or 
being jokey, that being a superhero 
— or supervillain, for that matter — 
is a totally fucked-up and mentally 
insane lifestyle choice that creates 
lots of serious problems. 

Here’s a little touch that illustrates 
what I’m talking about, and I’m 
gonna risk a comparison. to Spide T- 
Man. Spidey ended up getting pretty 
worked over, yeah, but he got 
worked over in the course of a big- 
ass super-fight; Daredevil dares to 
remind us that if your vocation was 
to go out every night and have a 
karate battle with twenty guys, 
you'd get the crap kicked at least 
halfway out of you every night. Man- 
behind-the-mask Matt Murdock 
(Ben Affleck)? His body is an aching, 
mess of fresh bruises and old scars, 
his medicine cabinet is a ridiculous 
pharmacopia of painkillers from the 
“holy fuck” end of the spectrum. 
He’s damn tough, but not super- 
tough; in fact, he’s super-sensitive. 

Also, he super-kicks ass. Did you 
catch that bit about a “a karate battle 
with twenty guys”? It’s there, the 
classic comic-book Daredevil scene in 
the criminal underworld beer hall, 
with DD beating the living shit out 
of every thug in the place until he 
gets what he wants. It’s what he does, 
a key requirement of numbers-hit- 
ting, and it’s great. Shot in a rapidfire 
style that disorients you while 
always letting you know what's 
going on, the fight pulls off the 
weird feat of simultaneously giving 
you the point-of-view of Daredevil 
—a blind man with built-in radar 


and without fear — and a freaked 
out thug who's just watched a light- 


ning-fast demon in red leather shove 


a pool cue into his buddy’s throat 


And that’s just the beginning, and 
I’m running out of space. The first 
kung-fu meeting between Murdock 
and love-at-first-sight ninja woman

“Hitchcockian thriller,” but a com- 
parison closer to the mark might be 
French director Henri-Georges 
Clouzot, whose cinematic output in 
the ‘50s marked him as one of cine- 
ma’s great misanthropes. In films 
like Diabolique and The Wages of Fear, 
Clouzot depicted his characters as 
inherently cruel, self-interested and 
scheming. Audiard is marginally 
more upbeat, but the world he cre- 
ates in Read My Lipsis distinctly 
unkind, populated as it is by heart- 
less thugs, rapists and garden-vari- 
ety jerks. 

Carla (Emmanuelle Devos) is a 
plain thirtysomething office assistant 
at a land development company. 
Her social awkwardness is com- 
pounded by the fact that she’s 
dependent on a pair of hearing aids 
to function at work. But more than 
that, she’s the sole woman in her 
workplace, where her skills aren’t 
respected and she’s constantly over- 
looked or maligned by her male 
counterparts.

choosing sides in the Vietnam War, 
The Quiet American is one of those 
pedigree pictures, the kind of movie 
that gets automatically praised for 
being deep and meaningful. Except 
in this case it’s kind of dull. 

Vietnam is the setting, just as the 
French are pulling out and the 
Americans have yet to move in. 
Caine plays Fowler, a jaded old 
British journalist who's more inter- 
ested in smoking opium with his 
Vietnamese mistress Phoung (Do 
Thi Hai Yen) than in filing stories. 
He runs into quiet American 
Brendan Fraser, an “aid worker,” 
and the two strike up a cordial 
friendship even as Fraser tries to lay 
claim to Phoung. 

The premise of the movie — hell, 
the tagline — is “In war, the most 
popular weapon is seduction.” At 
the beginning, Michael Caine has a 
little monologue about how the for- 
eign visitor to Vietnam is seduced by 
the colors, the scents, the sounds. 
And the movie couldn't be clearer 
about how Phuong is supposed to 
stand in for seductive Vietnam, 
desired by men. 

And yet, the movie is strangely 
lifeless. I blame director Phillip 
Noyce, best known for functional 
but uninspiring fare like Patriot 
Games and Clear and Present Danger. 
Sure, he knows how to relate the 
events of the story on film, but he’s 
got no style, no distinctive flavor, no 
particular eye for detail. Caine says 
the words, but it’s like Noyce didn’t 
hear them. Where's the seduction? 
Where are the vivid colors, the 
strange sounds, the rough beauty of 
Vietnam? 

And if you're going to have 
Phuong stand in as the object of 
desire, shouldn’t you make her 
desirable? Do Thi Hai Yen is pretty, 
but she’s blank. The movie barely 
bothers to give her a point of view, 
Or a purpose, or a personality, or 
really anything that would explain 
why we in the audience — as well as 
these two men, and by implication, 
these worl powers — should be so 
entranced by her. Frankly, the

“{Moving] was not just an option 
for us. We had to move. We didn’t 
really want to. But we moved ina 
budget year where we hadn’t 
planned to move, so there were 
problems with the cost of moving 
and renovations, and any surplus 
was eaten up by the old space.

Ghost River Theatre gets to the story 
behind the Ludwig headlines

IT’S A WILD UNDERSTATEMENT TO 
say I was pumped before attending 
the production of An Eye for an Eye, 
the funky musical / political satire 
currently playing under the Theatre 
Network aegis. 

Talk about a show with enviable 
buzz! 

It’s safe to say that most of the 
capacity crowd the night I attended 
was equally primed: the auditorium 
buzzed with nervous conversation 
and an almost palpable pent-up 
energy. 

No surprise though, given the 
subject matter. 

This is, after all, the ever-contro- 
versial story of Rev. Weibo Ludwig, 
a once reclusive Peace River-area 
back-to-the-basics farmer who was 
reborn as an anti-corporate oil patch 


terrorist after a lengthy running bat- 
tle with the oil giants. His charge 
was that they were poisoning his 
land and killing his animals and 
grandchildren. 






What if 


The dust has yet to totally settle 
despite the 18 charges laid against 
him and a prison term served. In 
large part this lack of closure has to 
do with the fact the battle between 
the plucky farmer-David vs. sour- 
gas-drilling-Goliaths continues, and 
because of Karman Willis, a 16- 
year-old neighbour of Ludwig's 
killed while joy-riding on the good 
reverend’s compound in 1999. 

Her shooting is still as unre- 
solved as Ludwig’s larger search for 
justice and, ultimately, our feelings 
towards the man and his crusade. 
The tragedy was a polarizing event 
that seemingly forced everybody 
off the fence about the good rev- 
erend and his opponents. 

Ironically then, the major design 
element of this Ghost River Theatre 
collective creation is two fences: 
Ludwig’s rough hewn, raw-log cor- 
ral and the stark chain-link barrier 
symbolizing the oil patch. 

This visual metaphor is a good 
indication of the overall feel of the 
Ppa stark yet appropriate, 

ard-hitting but always balanced 
and as fully, totally Albertan in 
essence and tone as our long, flat 
June evenings. 

The cabaret-style flow and post- 
modern/hyper-self-referential 
structure of this beautifully eco- 
nomical production is also spot-on

appropriate given the fable’s end 
lessly on-going, unresolved nature. 

Director Doug Curtis has done 
well to temper the show as he has, 
allowing the piece to be unflinch- 
ingly political but then making sure 
that all parties get their chance to 
land as many blows as they take. 

So, Duval Lang, who plays “the 
Reverend,” doesn’t get to wear the 
white hat any more than Tony 
Eyamie's “oily” oil patch executive 
is given an automatic black hat (or 
vice-versa). 

While both men (and, in, effect all 
the various real-life men and 
women they represent) obviously 
want to be the heroes in this partic 
ular epic-in-the-making, the linger- 
ing suspicion is that both parties are 
as much dupes as they are protago- 
nists. At this point, all the players in 
the real-life drama are as relentless- 
ly scripted by the parts they’ve been 
hemmed into playing as the actors 
standing in for them 

I was totally blown away by 
Karen Johnson-Diamond’s subtle 
take on the ubiquitous Mountie in 
the cabaret (based on a real-life offi- 
cer in the case, but standing in bril- 
liantly for all the law-persons 
who've stuck their fingers into this 
messy pie), impressed both by how 
watchable she made the copper and 
by how she craftily avoided the var- 
ious traps of stereotype associated 
with this well-trod trope. 

Same deal with Kate Pakarnyk, 
with the unenviable job of portray- 
ing Karman. I was a bit confused at 
first by the self-referential twist on 
the personage — she’s re-dubbed 
“Katie” in the show, an interesting

Almost as if they’re pulling a page 
from the Bard's nasty military- 
flavoured tragedy, intelligence orga- 
nizations in Great Britain and 
America are currently crying foul at 
the liberties their political and high- 
ranking military masters are taking 
with their hard-won information. 
The source of outrage: fact-twisting 
for narrow partisan ends mainly 
stemming from largely incompre- 
hensible hatred. 

Sure adds a whole new level of 
veracity to Othello’s scheming, truth- 
bending, propaganda-loving lago 
(Trevor Duplessis, playing the man 
the first folio of the play simply 
dubbed “the villain”) and his burn- 
ing free-floating hatred for his gener- 
al (Shakespeare's “Moor,” now 
transformed into a Métis warrior 
played by Sheldon Elter). 

Translated to stage in Sharplin’s 
production, the play’s eternally slip- 
pery geo-military realities become a 
painfully stark, full-in-the-round 
realization (a totally bare, square 
stage totally rung by the audience) 
that resembles a boxing ring more 
than your typical stage. 

Given the forced march nature of 
a production —a tight but effective 
hour-and-45-minute runtime created 
by some effective-yet-sensitive textu- 
al cuts — you're presented a produc- 
tion where the actors are rung 
through a contorted, Iago-managed 
tag-team bout where everybody 
comes out bloodied and hardly the 
wiser. (Iago ends the play steadfastly 
refusing to comment on any of his 
actions, which just end up standing 
for what they stand for, given the

lack of any overarching rhetorical 
veneer.) 

Also in keeping with our post 
Cold War world, Sharplin’s produc 
tion eschews the weasel-like lago of 
historical productions, and makes no 
attempt to find some psychological 
depth to this Elizabethan psy- 
chopath. Duplessis’ villain is an all- 
action, no-meditation soldier 
steeped in bile perfect for our cur- 
rent historical era pockmarked with 
incomprehensible wars 

Is lago’s anger justified by the 
pragmatic decision to pass him over 
for promotion in favour of Aaron 
Talbot's honourable lieutenant 
Casio? Probably as meaningful a jus- 
tification as “regime changes” and 
unaccounted-for weapons are fora 
war in Iraq. 

Full kudos for Duplessis’ meaty 
interpretation, including a deftness 
in imbibing the difficult text with 
maximum energy and vitality with- 
out allowing the diction or meaning 
to suffer. Kudos as well to Elter’s 
engaging, vital Othello. It takes some 
talent to actually make the character 
sing, but this emerging theatrical tal- 
ent (he made a huge splash at the 
Fringe with his one-person-show 
Métis Mutt) walks that fine line 
between trustful optimist, deluded 
dupe, loving husband, and insecure, 
hair-triggered outsider to create a 
fully articulated entity. 

[ must equally praise Vanessa 
Sabourin’s Desdemona (Othello’s 
suffering wife): | was more than 
impressed with what she construct- 
ed with the thin gruel of a character 
(in my opinion) Shakespeare sad- 
dled her with. Same deal with Liana 
Shannon, who added some real 
backbone and fire to the fills-out-the- 
plot role of Emilia, lago’s long-suf- 
fering wife. (Shannon is also an actor 
to watch in my estimation. Here’s 
hoping we see loads more of her.) 

AJ. Richardson does good comic 
work as duped Roderigo. He’s man- 
ically over the top and provides 
much needed and delightfully rub- 
ber-limbed comic relief to an other- 
wise relentless work.

A SKINNY GUY IN WHAT LOOKS LIKE 


an old burgundy Famous Players 
manager's blazer and the shittiest 
gray pants ever stands under the 
lights and starts to sing loudly and 
badly. “No matter what they take 
from ME!/ They can’t take away! 
MY! DIG! NI! TEEEE!” 

Thus starts The Death of Comedy, an 
expertly delivered comic monologue 
by the agile Devin McCracken. We 
know him best from the Winnipeg 
improv group, The Crumbs, who 





regularly hit the Fringe. It’s loosely 
about artistic originality, death 
(metaphorical and literal) and, of 
course, the Greatest Love of All. 

As with most comic monologue, 
one wonders how the guy can 
remember so much: an hour of non- 
stop talking without so much as a 
calculated swig of water and a peek 
at some notes when the going gets 
especially tough. And, like most 
comic monologue, he delves into the 
deeply ironic and even into the deep- 
er waters of the just plain painful in 
himself as much as he takes aim at 
the hilarious little details of life. 

Asa result, it is not funny ha-ha all 
the time. And as a result of that, the 
overall effect is far more satisfying 
than that of a straight-ahead stand- 
up routine. The trouble with most 
stand-up, as opposed to the comic 


monologue, is that stand-up comics 
want to keep the upper hand. Make 
you laugh, no matter what. 
Monologuists like McCracken want 
to be the underdog, always. 

He begins by unleashing a little 
bile on the critics, who complain 
when things don’t make sense or 
when things are a little sloppy, or a 
performer says “fuck” too much. 
Everything, he says, has a point even 
if they “don’t make sense.” 

“Mime has a point!” he screams, 
which sounds like he’s being ironic 
until he pulls a carrot out later to 
prove this point. 

The death of comedy itself, is the 
devolution of what is funny to audi- 
ences into a reflexive response, like 
that of dogs, to tone of voice, to cock- 
roaches/ Keith Richards nuclear win- 
ter jokes, There’s no element of risk 
to it. Hence, the death of comedy. 
KILL! KILL! DEATH! DEATH! 
COMEDY! 

He then weaves this together with 
anecdotes about a lost love, a girl 
who fucks everyone except him. He

would marry her and make her 
happy, but it never happens. Then he 
relates the four real deaths of people 
he knew, pitiful “meaningless” 
deaths in traffic accidents or unex- 
plained suicides, and the horrible 
people he meets while driving a taxi 
to finance his life’s passion. 

So this all doesn’t sound funny? I 
think it shouldn’t. I mean it’s all very 
tragic, in the way life disappoints 
you. The way critics tell you that 
your show sucks, how can you go on 
when someone tells you that what 
you have done makes no sense? 

It isa little sloppy, and sometimes 
the narrative loses its momentum, 
and he says “fuck” 35 to 40 times, but 
Devin McCracken is still able to hold 
you for the whole time. He's a bril- 
liant performer, and I’m not just say- 
ing that because he spends so mu: 
time being mad at critics. I'm as 
mean as they come. 

But his performance: it’s not just a 
matter of showboating, changing 
from character to character with tics 
or mannerisms, but the way that 
within each character there is an ebb 
and flow between anger and desola- 
tion and absurd hilarity — changes 
that happen, that you're not sup- 
posed to really notice, like when a 
friend lies to you to protect you from 
the truth. 

He's trying something revolution- 
ary, and it doesn’t matter that he tries 
and fails.

LULIE THE ICEBERG, THE STORY OF A 
little iceberg who takes a journey 
from North Pole to South and makes 
a bunch of friends along the way, 
began in the imagination of a 
Japanese princess. Her Imperial 
Highness Princess Hisako 
Takamado wrote the illustrated chil- 
dren's book after a trip to Baffin 
Island and Greenland in 1995. 
(“Lulie” comes from the Greenlandic 
word for iceberg, iluliaq.) 

The musical production now on 
tour across Canada makes it an even 
more global venture, blending talent 
from both East and West. Producer 
Jacoba Knaapen has been with the 
stage production of Lulie since its 
inception more than two years ago. 
It began when Japan's Kageboushi 
Theatre contacted Toronto's 
Topological Theatre to help in a the- 
atrical adaptation of the story book. 
The Canadian/ Japanese collabora- 
tion seemed to fit because the book's 
illustrator had himself been a 
Japanese Canadian. 

Knaapen remembers the heavily 
involved process of bringing a 
Japanese story book to stage using 
English-speaking talent. 
“Topological Theatre hired 
Raymond Story to write the adapta- 


tion,” she explains. “He wrote a 
stage-play in English and we then 
translated it into Japanese.’ 

Edward Roy was then <n on 
board to direct, and the preparation 
was complete, but the hard part, 
rehearsals, lay ahead. “{Roy] doesn’t 
speak any Japanese,’ says Knaapen. 

“He worked ve ry closely together 
with an interpretor/ translator w ho, 
for all intents and purposes, became 
the assistant director. He would 
direct them in English and that 
would be translated into Japanese.”

After two years of touring Japan, 
the next step was to bring Lillie to 
Canada and complete the circle of 
collaboration. This meant translating 
the script and songs back into 
English, a process that, though time- 
consuming, allowed the two theatre 
companies to take another look at 
the original draft. “We had another 
go at it, so to speak,” remembers 
Knaapen. “I think it’s a stronger 
show than the one in Japan.” 

The Canadian tour includes three 
Canadian actors and three Japanese 
actors, which added yet another set 
of obstacles to the production. “Tt 
certainly had its challenges in terms

had eaten sushi before, but with 
none of the restraint or manners one 
stereotypically attributes to the 
Japanese. I wolfed sushi, I gorged 
myself on sushi, I devoured sushi 
and didn’t care if flecks of rice ended 
up in my eyebrow(s). 

Then I went there on a date. My 
dining companion was a lovely 
young nurse who would nibble a 
morsel from the food before us, thor- 
oughly savouring the taste and tex- 
ture, the astringent sting of pickled 
ginger, the 
salty snap of 
the soya, the 
nasal burn of 
the wasabi, 
counterpoised 
against the 
firm-but-yield- 
ing slabs of 
fish perched 
on their little 
rice pedestals. 
Then she 
would stop, 
sip her 
Sapporo and 
fan the flames 
of conversa- 
tion. At first I 
had to sit on 
my hands to 
keep from fir- 
ing back the 
food as quick- 
ly asI could 
get it to my mouth. Eventually I 
relaxed and caught on to her tempo. 
This clued me in to the sensual plea- 
sures of sushi, but it did not secure 
me a second date. 

Sefior Bombacha didn’t 
such decorum from me, but I’ve 
long since mastered impulse control, 
at least as far as sushi goes. I 
prompted him to do the choosing, 
since I like most things, and he 
selected an order of rainbow roll 
($7.50), a small beef sashimi ($7.95) 
and a platter of assorted sushi

myriad flavours and textures of the 
dish. 

The rainbow roll consists of 
inside-out makki stuffed with tem- 
pura shrimp and a abeaie ts with 
various kinds of fish —in this case 
salmon, tuna, snapper, scallop, surf 
clam and avocado, which is not a 
fish at all but a welcome part of any 
sushi repast. 

The roll was exactingly sliced so 
that each piece supported one piece 
of fish/ avocado. This was clearly 
my dining companion’s favourite 
dish thanks to its fusion of the succu- 
lent and the crispy. 

To demonstrate my intestinal for- 
titude to Senor Bombacha, whose 
masculinity oozes from every pore, I 
opted to eat all the pieces of sushi he 
himself found objectionable. He 
wasn't a big fan of egg, or of fish 
eggs, and he didn’t really want the 
scallop and if I wanted to eat the surf 
clam that was okay by him. I took 
his dare. 

The egg was as egg invariably is at 
sushi places: mildly sweet and other- 
wise faintly eggy, the perfect thing to 

dip in a wasabi- 
laced pool of 
soya sauce. The. 
orange fish roe 
was contained 
in an envelope 
of nori and 
exploded in 
atomistic bursts 
of fish juice, 
which I haven't 
developed a 
taste for. Surf 
clam is beauti- 
fully coloured 
—a fold of 
cream that 
deepens 
to red at 
its peak 
—and 
less 
chewy than 
squid, but 
still al dente 
with a very mild flavour. The scallop 
was the one I feared most: I once had 
a very bad scallop experience at an 
all-you-can-eat sushi place in 
Vancouver, where you are charged. 
extra if you leave food on the table. I 
was stuck with chopped up scallops 
folded in mayo and with fish 
roe. It heartily displeased te 
at the time, but maybe pa ear 
own would not be so bad. 

I proceeded. Softer, fishier and 
somehow colder than most sushi, 
the scallop had a buttery sort of tex- 
ture that was rudely disrupted by a 
small quantity of invisible grit. I 
found if I didn’t exhale through my

Sex meets the law in 
Jeffrey Miller’s Ardor in the Court 


AH, THE THINGS WE DO FOR LOVE. 

Like pouring hot wax on your hus- 
band's genitals at 2 a.m. and then 
whacking him upside the head with the 
pan. And, no, it was nota kinky sex 
thing. 

Diane Sladek was pissed because 
she'd received a pair of her husband's 
gitch in the mail that day along with a 
mocking note from his mistress. 

The poor guy needed three skin 
grafts. The British woman was convicted 
of causing grievous bodily harm and 
sentenced to 18 months in jail. Her obvi- 
ously newly repentant husband man- 
aged to have the sentence suspended 
after submitting a signed petition urging 
leniency. He said his wife was not usual- 
ly violent and that his philandering drove 
her to the deed. Sladek was still ordered 
to pay her husband £1,500 as compen- 
sation for his suffering. 

This happened in 1994, the same year 
“pobitting” entered our vernacular as a 
verb. It was a bad year for husband’s 
crotches. 

Angry “penis-mutilating” wives aren't 
the only ones who bring the bedroom 
into the courtroom. 

“So much of the law is informed by 
sex, power, and money,” says Jeffrey 
Miller, columnist for The Lawyer's 
Weekly and author of Ardor in the 
Court!: Sex and the Law (ECW Press). 
“We usually end up in court because of 
the more passionate aspects of our 
livelihood.”

being at sea for three years. 
Unfortunately for one affection-starved

Miller has always been interested in 
the anthropological and social implica- 
tions of the law. He decided to devote an 
entire book to sex-related legal cases 


Then there was the Canadian woman 
who was evicted from her apartment in 
1990 for moaning too loudly during sex. 
And the American, Tim Kowalke, who 
won a settlement of 4,380 chocolate 
chip cookies after his fiancée broke off 
their engagement. 

Clearly, as he reminds us in Ardor, 
“The legal and moral complexities of sex 
pervade every culture.” 

“What interests me about law — and 
why | came to write about it — is 
because it shows us in our most 
extreme situations,” Miller tells me over 
the phone from his home in Toronto 

It also makes for one helluva story. 

“A lot of the cases read like good 
mystery novels,” Miller points out. “And 
like most narratives, most cases are dri- 
ven by things like love, lust and money.” 

Like the story of the 2 old BC 
gal who, in 1992, offered thrice-weekly 
sexual favours to 79-year-old logging 
magnate and widower, Johannes 
Saarnok, if he would make her the sole 
beneficiary of his will. During their 
“arrangement,” Saarnok furnished Eva 
McNeil with an apartment and a 
Corvette, and agreed to sign over his

These days there’s not much you can 
get away with legally in the name of 
love. 

Though Miller says you can some- 
times get your punishment reduced if 
you can prove that your partner was 
really dicking you around. A jealous man 
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who murders his ex, for example, won't 
receive much sympathy in the courts.
